tary Roosevelt, as an answer to recent- 
ly published report* that the battleship 
Indiana was injured while in the Hall- 
fax dry dock, has made public the fol- 
lowing report received 
from Captain 


Henry Taylor, commanding the vessel, 
mad* shortly after the docking: 


"I respectfully report that the Indl 


•na got under way at 6:15 a. m. and 
proceeded up the harbor to the Halifax 
graving dock and entered the slip at 7. 
At aoon. the dock being half pumped 
out, I ordered an inspection of the dou- 
ble bottoms In order to detect strain aa 
tire blocks took the weight. The dock 
was dry at 4 o'clock and no evidence of 
•train was discovered. At 5:30 is was 
observed that somt buckling had oc- 
curred in the double bottoms under the 
forward IS-inch turret and adjacent 
thereto. The additional shoring which 
was being placed in position was placed 
forward and the double bottoms watch- 
ed closely to discover if this buckling 
increased. Careful measurement was 
made for this purpose under the direc- 
tion of Naval Constructor Bowles and 
continued during the night. No in- 
crease being discovered I decided, after 
consultation with Mr. Bowles, that it 
was not necessary to let water in to 
float the ship.

For certain purposes aluminium 


bronze is superior to steel, as it ap- 
pears little subject to fatigue. Car- 
tridge fihelle of this material have, 
it is stated, been Bred 90 times in 
succession, and a rifle firing pin 
struck 120.000 blows without a 
change occurring in 'its molecular 
condition. It can be drawn into 
tubes, but is as difficult to deal with 
as steel.

Bombay. Spct. 20.—Advices from the 


front show that the various columns 
are advancing against the Mahmoukis 
from Panjkora and Shabkadr. As yet 
they have met with no serious opposi- 
tion; but the difficulties of transports - 
.ion iu a mountainous and almost path- 
ess country are immense. Another 
formidable obstacle in the way of rapid 
movement is the lack of water. 


The brigade of General Jeffreys haa 


not joined in the advance. It left camp 
at Anayata with 16 companies of in- 
fantry and four guns in order to re- 
attack the enemy at the village of De- 
motaga. The enemy made a desperate 
resistance, but were driven out into 
the hills. 


The British demolished their towers 


and captured 400 mule loads of sup- 
plies. Aa soon as tne troops began to 
retina from the village the enemy re- 
appeared in force. The retirement, 
however, was effected with great pre- 
cision, the native troops behaving 
splendidly. Two Sikhs were killed and 
six wounded. 


It is now known that the enemy's 


loss during the fight between the Mo- 
munds and the Seeo:,<l brigade of Gen- 
eral Sir Bindon Blood, in the valley 
north of Amayat, was very heavy. The 
tribes engaged did not press the bri- 
gade during the retirement, but fresh 
tribesmen appeared.

Meanwhile I received orders to cross 
the river by a ford and get round the 
enemy's right flank, and had gone for 
this purpose, and was crossing about a 
quarter of a mile lower down, when 
suddenly I heard loud cheering and a 
heavy musketry fire, and then I saw 
onr troops gallantly advancing across 


the briuge to the assault It turned out 
to be tbo Fifty-third, who, tired of the 
delay under file, and, it was whispered, 
hearing that Sir Colin bad cent for hi* 
pet Highlanders to take the bridge, 
took their bits between their teeth and 
without any farther orders Oetennined 
to rush the bridge themselves—which 
they accordingly did, and with great 
success. The enemy, once forced cut of 
their position, showed but a poor des- 
ultory fight, and, as at Cawnpnr, fell 
an easy prey to the cavalry, who, hav- 
ing crossed, some by the bridge, and 
others, including myself, by the ford, 
fell on them and pursued them with- 
such success that we captured every 
gnu they had. 


The Fifty-third were well pleased 


with themselves and the resnlt of the 
fight they • had so suddenly initiated. 
But we heard that Sir Colin was great- 
ly annoyed with them, and after the 
action rated them sonndly for their in- 
subordination. Bnt little did these wild 
Irishmen care; they had bad their fight, 
and a real good one, so far as they 
were concerned, and as Sir Colin con- 
cluded his .speech of rebuke the/gave 
him three cheers, and giving three 
cheers more for General Mansfield. Sir 
Colin's chief of the staff (who had for- 
merly commanded their regiment), they 
quite upset the chief's equanimity, bnt 
at the same time cleared away bis 
wrath.—"Old Memories," by General 
Sir Ungb Gough.

the year, but flttiy refused to sign 
the old ssale. 
Tea men remained 


firm, and tie then threatened to aose 
the mill for two jears, eajiag that 
the nail manufacturer* of the United 
States bad offered him 1100,000 • 
year for two years if he would close 
the mills at Saieo acd Flcdlay foi 
that period of time, and that he 
would accept the offer unless they 
agreed to go to work at the reduced 
wagea. 


Thursday the State board of arbi- 
tration took hold of the matter, and 
at present there Is a prospect for a 
settlement of the difficulty as the 
men have already lost two months" 
wages by the strike, and the bust- 
nets of the city fcis suffered to a 
great extent, as the payroll of the 
company amounts to 17,500 a week 
when the mill is running full time.

This is a fruitful cause of trouble in 
umbrellas, and our concern insists 
on all the silk and silk threads 
eta tiding a chemical test in this re- 
spect. When overdyed silks are wet 
and the umbrellas rolled and set 
away, we find the owners complain- 
ing that their umbrellas are crack- 
ing in the folds. Fine holes appear 
and they aie apt to return the um- 
brella to tbe merchant and claim 
damage. — Hardware. 


One of the latest achievements in 


chemical science is a pellet containing 
the concentrated elements of coffee, 
sugar and milk. It may yet devolve 
upon ohi'.mistry to beat the coffao and 
sugar combines and upon pharmacy to 
enfranchise the breakfast table.

"Once a sailor always a sailor" is 


not strictly true of man-of-war's men of 
the American navy. Only about one- 
balf of tbe men who complete one en- 
listment ship for another three year 
cruise, but abont nine-umths of tbe 
men who pat in two cruises settle down 
to a lifelong ooutinncoce in tbe service. 
Six years of cavy life seem thoroughly 
to inoculate thorn with \vbat the Qer- 
aons call wanderlust. 
When a blue- 


jacket pisses a few of bis summers ia 
tbe latitude of tbe North cape and a 
couple of winters down among the Ber- 
mudas or in tbe salubrious south Pa- 
cific, he is likely to acquire a dislike 
for tbe climate of tbe United States, 
aud tbis dislike has more weight tban 
anything else in forming bis decision to 
remain in the navy. Moreover, after a 
few years in tbe navy the bluejacket 
seems to become possessed of tbe odd 
idea that be ia really doing nothing 
aboard ship to earn his pay, that tbe 
perpetual scurry in which be ia kept 
from all bands in the morning until 
pipe down at night is really not work, 
and with this quaint notion he also ac- 
quires an exceedingly exaggerated idea 
of the terrific amount of grinding labor 
a man bas to perform in order to gaiu 
a livelihood ashore. Pot to a bluejacket 
wbo bas put in a couple of naval cruises 
the direct question, "Are yon going to 
'take on' again when yonrtimeis out.'" 
In nine cases out of ten be will look 
yon in tbe eye with an expression of 
stupefaction and inquire, "What tbe 
devil do yon tbink I'm going to do— 
•work?" 


But for all of the resignation with 


which be in time comes to regard a 
lifelong career in tbe navy the blue- 
jacket gazes forward at first \vith a 
wistful eye to the arrival of the day of 
his dischsrge. and when that day finally 
approaches \vithi:i clear view—is only 
about a month in the perspective, for 
instance—he presents a singular pictnr? 
of nervous anticipation and is not 
worth a water rotted rope yarn for 
work. He moons about bis ship like a 
man in a dream, consuming great quan- 
tities of tobacco tbat he finds flavorless, 
and during tbis period bo is pretty like- 
ly to miss a few ship's calls in bis ab- 
straction and get himself jumped upon 
at the mast for the delinquencies. His 
shipmates with comparatively long 
periods still to serve on their enlist- 
ments regard him with the jaundiced 
eye of envy, which they show by pictur- 
ing to the short tinjo mau the most 
gloomy things that await him as Boon 
as he steps over the gangway, beach 
bound, with bis bag and hammock. 


Overtime men being shipped back to 


this country on a man-of-war are not 
compelled to do any uf the ship's work. 
They simply stand the military calls, 
eat tbeir meals and smoke their pipes, 
watching the while with lazy happiness 
the daily round of labor of tbe less for- 
tunate bluejackets attached as mem 
bera of tbe crew of tbe ship oil which 
they themselves are practically passen 
gets. The overtime men occasionally 
emit arrogantly humorous directions to 
these temporary shipmates, the ship's 
company of the boat tbat is hauling 
theui lioma "Gwan, now, and shine up 
that bright work, yon long time dub!" 
they will fhout to u deckhand when the 
officer of the deck is aft and out of hear 
ing, and "Getdown to your bunker, you 
grimy (latfoot aud rake out yoar coal" 
is the kind of thing the man of tbe 
black gaug below hears from the pas 
songers whenever ho tries to smoke t> 
peaceful pipe ou tbe topgallant forecafc 
tie. 


One of tliu immemorial customs of the 


navy jacks is to secrete in tbe ditty bag 
of the discharged shipmate who is about 
to go ashore a can of corned beef, a few 
potatoes and perbaps one- or two other 
articles of nea food. This is done in or 
der to remind the discharged usan when 
he opens hia bag ashore tbat in the 
opinion of his shipmates be will be nii- 
ablo to earn ODOURli to eat on laud if be 
takes it into his brad not to ship over, 
and that they have, therefore, taken a 
nmull measure to shield him from star- 
vation witl a littlo navy grub vh,m 
has spent IT'S pay day. Discharged men 
try all sorts of schemes to keep this stuff

It has loijg boei: know i; that mem- 
bers of tbe colored nu-<- grow black 
as they grow old, but apparently no 
one before Dr. Coll3gnoa thought it 
worth while to tiud out the exact 
tint of their color when they are 
bom and tbe successive changes 
which it undergoes before they leach 
maturity. He has devoted consider- 
able time to this study, and the re- 
sults obtained by him are of inter- 
est to all anthropologists. 


In order to find ont the successive 


tints the doctor used Broca's chro- 
luatic ga;uut. This is a small card 
on which are depicted in 34 email 
squares the varying shades of color 
from the palest cream to the deep- 
est black. With tbis card as his 
guide the doctor began his studies 
on a little Sudanese, who was re- 
cently born in the Champ de Mars 
in Paris. The birth took place at ten 
minutes after 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and ten minutes later the doctor 
noted the fact that "the baby was 
more rosy tli<uj No. 24 of Broca, 
with a background of scattered pig- 
ments which were already begin- 
ning to hide tbe tint, and which gave 
the child tbe aspect of a pale lilac." 
Ten days later the infant bore a tint 
extremely like that of powdered co- 
coa, and Dr. Collignon registered 
this tint as No. 29 of Broca. The 
feet and the hands, however, had 
remained rod, as well as the upper 
jart of the arms. Gradually they, 
:oo, began to change, and in a few 
weeks they were of a chamois color, 
which imperceptibly deepened into 
a chocolate similar to tbat of tbe 
rest of the body. 


The slowness of the metamor- 


phosis is supposed to be due to the 
'act that the sun in Paris is not as 
aright as it is in the baby's ances- 
tral home—namely, Sudan. 
The 


sun, however, is evidently not the 
most potent factor in such cases. If 
it were, how can we explain the fact 
that at Bordeaux recently a young 
Sudanese changed from white to 
black within the space of two hours, 
and that at Marseilles the same 
phenomenon actually occurred with- 
in the space of five minutes! Dr. 
Collignon says that he witnessed 
these phenomena, but does not at- 
tempt to account for them. 


Another curious fact about the 


Champ de Mars baby is that at birth 
its hair was unusually long, fine, 
wavy and not at all woolly, after 
the usual fashion of the negroes' 
hair. In view ot this fact, which lias 
now been recorded for tbe first time, 
certain 
iarnous 
anthropologists 


claim tbat the common ancestor of 
Europeans and of Hottentots cannot 
have had woolly hair. "If this be 
true," says Fernand Honore, "we 
cannot be descended from a negro, 
and the only hope that remains to 
us is that our ancestor was a mon- 
key whose genealogical tree we 
have not yet discovered." 


Commenting on Dr. Collignon's 


experiments, the same writer says: 


The doctor has the good sense 


not to attach too much importance 
to this matter. Who can say that a 
future Toussaiut 1'Ouverture will 
not undertake the task of discolor- 
ing his people and will adopt for 
this purpose the dusky children in 
dark chambers? This would surely 
be a new emancipation. Until it 
takes place philosophers may well 
epend some time in studying this 
subject, for surely there are few 
which are more worthy of study." 
—New York Herald.

government For instance, in Tbe Con- 
gressional Beoozd of June 4 of tbe cnr- 
rent year, page 1817, there is printed 
letter fxoea tbe chairman of tbe exec- 
utive committee of tbe national lumber 
convention commenting upon the report 
of the commissioner of bolioes relative 
to tbe cost per thousand feet boaw 
measure of producing white piue lum- 
ber in the United States and Canada. 
This letter is printed as senate docu- 
ment No. 70, Fifty-fifth congress, first 
session. It begins: "It ia a regrettable 
fact tbat tbe information sought by our 
senators and representatives from tbe 
various departments of tbe government 
and their bnt**us in czder to be properly 
advised upon matters of great public 
importance ia so meager as to be utter- 
ly useless for tbe purposes intended. " 


¥et, piecemeal as is tbe information 


a? to industrial accidents now in. tbe 
possession of tbe Fabian league, there 
is much in it which has value in tbe 
work for a desirable solution of the em- 
ployer's, liability problem. The reports 
of industrial and labor statistics for 
Maine for 1894, 1895 and 1896 have 
many paragraphs about tbe accidents 
happening in that state from tbe use 
of machinery. The inspector has roach 
to say ot safety devices, but there is al- 
ways the plaint that a certain propor- 
tion of accidents is unpresentable. 
The report for 1894 treats very fully of 
safety appliances for certain kinds of 
machinery. Grindstones, emery wheels 
and mangles are mentioned. 
Then 


comes qoite a chapter on woodworking 
machinery •which, when in all its 
branches, saya the report, ranks next to 
the cotton and woolen industries of the 
state in the number of hands employed. 
It ia here that accidents are most fre- 
quent) for much of tbe machinery con- 
sists of saws and knives revolving with 
almost lightninglike rapidity, and tbe 
operator most work largely in his nerve 
in order to keep pace with his machine. 
Wood shapers, wood jointers, ripsaws 
and various safety guards are all illus- 
trated at length. The report for 1896 
takes op tbe subject of grindstones and 
emery wheels again. "Tbe oscal speed 
adopted hy many, especially of the em- 
ery wheel, ia 5,000 to E,600 feet per 
minute. Tbia demands proper safety ap- 
pliances to protect tbe employee. Ac- 
cidents are recorded resulting ia per- 
sons being killed by bursting wheels 
running at a much lower rate of speed. " 
It ia almost impossible to manufacture 
a safety device tbat would be praitive 
proof against all accidents, but tbe 
inspector believes tbat 99 per cent of 
the accidents could be prevented by a 
certain eystem of guards. Of casualties 
due to wood jointers he thinks 90 per 
cent pie rent able by similar means. 
Again, in the report for 1896, tbe in- 
spector says sawmills and woodwork- 
ing shops of ail kinds are very danger- 
ous. "Many cases of almost criminal 
neglect, to use no harsher term, have 
been noted. 


"While passing through some of these 


shops workmen have been seen cleaning 
dangerous machinery while in motion, 
and so imminent seemed the danger 
tbat the almost irresistible thought was 
to hurry from the place lest a horrible 
death be witnessed or unman flesh seen 
to fly in all directions. Others have 
been noticed 
having shafting with 


dangerous set screws, making all tbe 
way from 150 to 500 revolutions per 
minute, and tbe employees passing in 
close proximity thereto. Ninety per 
cent of all tbe people who have lost 
fingers or tbe whole band have met 
with accidents in woodworking shops 
of some kind. As railroads bave tbe 
reputation of depriving humanity of its 
legs, so woodworking shops should be 
credited with appropriating the fingers 
and bands of our people. Such accidents 
are a loss not only to the unfortunate 
individual to whom tbe accident hap- 
pens, but to tbe state as well. As fast 
as one man is injured another able 
bodied workman is ready to take bis 
place and in turn be killed or mangled. 
This is ap industry in -which a large 
cumber of our people find employment, 
and they are certainly entitled to all 
the protection which ingenuity can 
dovi?e and good laws enforce." In tbe 
introduction to the report for 1894 this 
general statement is made: "The mat- 
ter of accident* in mills ond workshops 
is attracting the attention ot tactory 
inspectors throughout the world. The 
ordinary observer who occamooall; 
learns of an accident in bis own vicinity 
withonl giving tbe scbjoct 
fnrthci 


thought cau ni)ve no conception of tb«t 
number of persons injured by marhinrry 
iu thfi ooursn of A year, but when Mta- 
tistics are collected it is sbnwn that tbe 
number *o injured runs well up into 
U><! hundreds ic ~ri>- nwn «tute and to

Tbe report d«al* largely wich 
ibt> question of child labor and tbe sub- 
ject cf sex-dent* us connected with 
children a* workers is repeatedly mcu 
tinned. 
Under the beading " Remova- 


ble Coast* cf Child Labor Ia Illinois'' 
occurs this paragraph: 


"A primary cause of ebild labor in 


Uliuois ia tbe insufficient wage of fa- 
thers of families and tbe disableueut 
and premature death of the normal 
breadwinner. Where men aw employed 
in Industrie* iu which tbe father'a wage 
i* sufficiact to rapport tbe family, as in 
transportation and the building trades, 
young children are usually left in school- 
la an incredibly large number of cases 
tbe fathers of wage earning children 
not only do not support tbe family, but 
artj supported by it, either because it iaJ 
impossible for them to obtain work or 
because they are worn out early by tbe 
overexertion of tbe garment worker or 
disabled by the rheumatism of ditcher 
and digger or by tbat loss of a limb 
which ia a regular risk in tbe building 
trades and among railroad men." 


Under the beading "Children In tbe 


Dry Goods Stores of Chicago" is this: 
"The tables of stores show that iu 54 
of tbe families visited the child was 
the only person at work. In only 144 
case?—Jess than 60 per cent—was tbe 
father, tbe natural breadwinner, at 
work. In 54 cases the father was dead; 
killed at his work in 8 oases. In 85 
cases the father waa sick or otherwise 
disabled, and 8 of tbe 35 bad been per- 
manently disabled at their work." 


As to accidents occurring to tbe chil- 


dren themselves wbilo at work, we find 
this: "The failure to restrict the hours 
of children's work makes still more 
dangerous the work of little lads in 
glass furnaces, where they hurry to and 
fro through tbe night in the heat of tbe 
furnaces and go out hot and exhausted 
into the cold air of the winter morning. 
It is in the honrg added to the normal 
day tbat the greatest danger of injury 
by machinery arises. It has beea point- 
ed out to the inspectors tbat the ma- 
chines in a stamping factory do not 
necessarily mutilate children because 
'the children never get hurt until 
along toward night, when they get 
careless'—in other words, till they are 
worn out by too long continuous toi^ 
and bave consequently lost the power of 
attention." 


It appears that Illinois alone of the 


manufacturing states has made no pro- 
rision for safeguarding life, limb or 
lealth of factory employees and has no 
requirement tbat accidents must be re- 
ported to the factory inspectors, that 
ibey may be investigated and changes 
ordered to prevent their recurrence. 
'The result is that with tbe increase of 
manufacture in tbis state there cornea 
ipon this community an increasing 
rarden for maintenance of half orphans 
made by factory accidents, for support 
of cripples, consumptives and other in- 
valids who have been by preventable 
conditions deprived of tbe power of self 
support" 


The report aays tbat the year's list of 


explosions of steam boilers, converters, 
emery •wheels, mangles and other ma- 
chinery is an appalling one and calls 
for preventive legislation.

For instance: "Emma Sochek, 15 years 
old, working in J. K. Farley's candy 
factory at 161 South Jefferson street, 
was carrying boxes of candy to the 
freight elevator. The elevator was 
moved while she was gathering bcscs, 
and the child, approaching with boxes 
piled so high that she could not sec 
over them, stepped into the open sbaft 
and fell four stories. She died next 
day." 


The report concludes: "The deaths 


and disablements here recorded are not 
tbe sum of such accident in this etato 
for the year, but they typify tbe maim- 
ing and killing that go on day by day 
practically unnoticed. Until the state 
has done all that it is possible to do by 
legislation to lessen tbe dangers of em- 
ployment it remains the duty of the in- 
spectors to present such ghastly details 
as these. "

rural districts of the south. The Johns 
Hopkins univnsity at Baltimore has 
had invest ipated their farm holdings 
and mortgago indebtedness, the Atlanta 
university is conducting a systematic 
investigation into tbeir social and 
physical condition in tbe cities, and tbe 
Hampton and Toskegee conferences, 
held annually, throw a flood of light 
on the subject by giving tbe farmer* 
themselves an opportunity to testify an 
to tbeir condition and prospects. Tbe 
federal department of labor is also tak- 
ing a band iu tbe niatter and has issued 
several hi-ljifol bulletins. 


With all these agents actively at work 


gathering the facts and putting them 
into handy reft-reucu form, wu fliall 
eocn know vastly more about tha Afro 
Americans of the southern cities and 
rural districts than we do about tbe 
white population of tbe same section — 
indeed, tbnt i.s almost tho case 
DOW.

tics of Atlanta. Baltimore, Chark-ston, 
Memphis and Kichicoud, Mr. Hcnshaw 
finds that in tht- five cities covered by 
bis luvcstigatinus the excessivo mortal- 
ity of Afro-Americans was due to pul- 
monary, eercfnlr.us and infantile dis- 
eases.

' juice of commerce or the cheering 
'3r inebriating l»er, or, if they drink 
wine, they tuckle the homemade 
stuff. 


Among the steadiest partakers of 


these %vines are those of the.foreign 
population who have come to this 
country with the taste already ac- 
quired. Here in Chicago the Ger- 
mans and French know these wines 
and drink them, but their sons do 
not follow in the footsteps of their 
ancestry in this respect, so that the 
trade in the rarest of the German 
and French wines is confined i. Chi- 
cago to the foreign horn and a few 
Americans. 
Some champagne is 


drunk—a good deal, in fact, com- 
pared with other wines imported, 
and that is brought from France. 
The French have a practical mo- 
nopoly of the champagne market 
There are two reasons for this. The 
first is that the grape used in the 
manufacture of champagne grows 
best in France, and tho second rea- 
son is the long continuance of cham- 
pagne making in tbat country. The

But the making of wines and their 


consumption have advanced won- ] 
derfully in this country, and with 
the increase has come the falling off 
in tho demand for imported wine. 
More than a half a million gallons 
of California wine is sold in Chi- 
cago every year, and the saies are 
increasing euch year. TUB industry 
in California has doubled itself four 
times in the past '20 years. 


The best grapes for tho dry white 


wines are the Setnilion, Pedroxi- 
mines, Riesling, Sistan, green Hun- 
garian, 
Chardonay, 
Sauvighon, 


Blanc and Burger, by the blending 
of which all types cf dry white 
wines are produced. Of what are 
known an the black grapes, used for 
tho u:liking of the dry re:l wines, 
tho varieties used mostly are the 
Petite Sirrah, Duriff-Mondeuse, Neb- 
biola, Becian, Burbera, Alicante- 
bonrcbet and Tannet. 


The best dry sherry nnd port coine 


from Spain. Dry wines attain their 
best at about tiro years in the cask. 
If bottled and hermetically sealed, 
they will grow mellower, but in any 
other respect no better by age. 
Sweet wines improve when bottled 
for 20 yt-arri iiml possibly after that. 
American \vinet, ;iro driving foreign 
wines from the market, except as to 
the very tine hraiidnof German and 
French wines and champagne. The 
American growers have not yet suc- 
ceeded in making good champagne, 
but that they will do so is assured. 


What port wine is consumed in 


Chicago ought to come from Oporto, 
and tho grapes from which it is 
made should have been grown along 
the banks of the DC tiro river, for in 
that case it is the real stuff, but it is 
extremely difficult to get hold of 
first class port and sherry, and only 
by dealing with the best dealers is 
there any hope of obtaining pure 
wines of these kinds.
